UNIFORM GRAIN GRADING. 
A proposition is before Congress to take 
measures for the establishment of uniform 


standards of grain, to be in force all over the’ 


United States. Wheat, corn, oats, rye, bar- 
ley, and probably buckwheat and flaxseed are 
to be examined and compared, and a standard 
sample fixed upon for each of them, the e 
to be on exhibition in the different doméstic 
exchanges and forwarded to present or pros- 
pective customers m urope as representing 
the quality of material to be delivered on all 
contract@ unless a different quality be speci- 
fied. The idea is that this sample shall be so 
chosen that it will be nearly the equivalent of 
the great bulk of the crop, a matter exceed- 
ingly difficult to accomplish if the one stand- 
ard have to do duty for the production of 
more than a single year. 

Several doubts suggest themselves in regard 
to the practicability of establishing uniform 
standards that would apply to the wide variety 
of clitnafe found ‘in the United States. ‘The 
white winter wheat of Michigan could hardly 
be judged by the same rule as the red grades 
grown further South. It might be found 
difficult to classify the spring wheat of Iowa 
with that grown in Northern Dakota, and the 
starchy product of the Pacificslope is a far 
different’ article from the more glutenous 
grain produced east of the Rocky Mountains. 
It is well known that on the barley crop of

These statements are contradictory—Janus- 
faced. Of “tariffs for revenue only” the 
world has one perfect example. It is that of 


| Great Britain. It is imposed purely to collect 


revenue and extracts a hundred millions of it. 
Nearly all of the money comes from duties on 
tea, coffee, spirits, and tobacco. 

Are these things what the Herald calls “ the 
lururies of the rich,” or are they not quite as 
much “the necessaries of the poor,” or are 
they the necessities of both? Do not those 
whom the Herald would call “ the poor’’ use 
tobacco, tea, and coffee about as freely as 
those whom it calls “the rich”? A revenue 
derived from the luxuries of thé rich would be 
collected from diamonds, the high-priced 
wines, the satins and velvets of the costliest 
make. But the revenue from them would not 
amount to much and would have to be made 
up from some other source, such as an income 
tax. And as silks and laces are largely made 
in this country these’ duties would be protect- 
ive ones, and not “‘ for reveriue only.”’ 

The Herald advocates a tariff for revenue 
only, which is the free-trade system of En- 
gland, and that means the opening of Ameri- 
can ports to all the competing manufactured 
goods of England and Europe and the forcing 
down of the American laborer to the Euro- 
pean wage standard. Its idea of reciprocity 
is the degradation of the American working- 
man. If they want to try ite experiment let 
them go ahead and see how it will operate. It 
will not take them Jong to get their fill of 
“tariff for revenye dnly,”* 


MARRIED SCHOOLTEACHER QUESTION. 

It is to be feared that the Board of Educa- 
tion in Cincinnati by its majority of two has 
taken an unwise step in deciding that no mar- 
ried woman shall teach in the public schools 
of that city. As an abstract rule single women 
are to be prefdrred as teachers for the reason 
that no domestic obstacles stand in the way of 
their efficiency. It is impossible that a wom- 
an who is distracted with family cares, all 
other things being even, can do as good serv- 
ice in school work as the unmarried woman 
who is not troubled with a divided responsi- 
bility. It is unjust also that a married woman, 
who has a husband able and willing to sup- 
port her, should take the place of an unmar-

There is no 
doubt that for lack of precise data this and 
other countries have made grave economic er- 
rors in the past and are likely to do so in the 
future. There have been long controversies 
which would never have been held had the 
facts been accessible to the disputants. Most 
disputes, and tariff ones are no exception, 
grow out of a lack of facts or an imperfect 
knowledge of them, If good men are ap- 
pointed Commissioners and they will devote 
themselves to their work they can collect a 
fund of information which will make it possi- 
ble to have intelligent tariff laws.
